Engineer Bratt stated that residents 


on the south side of Gallia, between 
Union and Offnera streets, were clam- 
oring for a grade so they can establish 
sidewalks. Mr. Bratt explained that 
it was necessary to establish the grade 
of the street. If sidewalks on the south 
side were laid on the same grade aa the 
north side of the street, the drainage 
would be bad. If the grade were es 
tablished now, it would not be neces- 
sary to change the sidewalks, when the 
street was paved, and there would be 
no damage suits on account of bad 
drainage. The engineer was instructed 
to establish the grade the entire length 
of the street, after much unnecessary 
talk. 


Mr. Harsha stated that a petition 


was now being circulated among prop- 
erty holders to pave Gallia street and 
that this matter would fcome up for 
consideration in a sburt time. 


Engineer Bratt repotted that there 


was 
trouble on between Contractor 


Kelly and the B. <& O. S-W. officials in 
the construction of the outlet to the 
Third street sewer. Mr. Kelly, in com- 
ing down Fourth street, found it neces 
sary fco tunnel under the B. & O. S-W. 
tracks and the officials objected, as it 
prevented them from running their 
trains. The B. & O. S-W. people 
threatened to bring an injunction suit 
today if the work was not stopped. The 
matter was referred to the city solicitor, 
the engineer and sewer committee to 
make an examination today and call 
a special meeting for tonight, if neces- 
sary.

A resolution to pay $3,875 interest 


on water works bonds was read by 
Mr. Osborn and passed. Mr. Osborn 
said that the water works trustees had 
advanced the necessary money to pay 
the interest.

needed at Gallia and Lawson streets, 
and the street commissioner was in- 
structed to lay the same at once. 


In reference to the purchase of the 


street sweeper from Luuis Pfleger, the 
committee on streets will not be ready 
to report until the next meeting. 


Attention was called to the fact that 


slips of paper were promiscuously scat- 
tered about the street by school chil- 
dren. 
On motion of Mr. Seebohm a 


communication was ordered addressed 
to the board of education, requesting 
that principals request the children to 
leave the paper in the buildings. 


Mr. Seebohm said Thos. J. Hall 


wanted to sell the city limestone at 
sixty cents a cubic yard, but it was not 
accessible, being below Kinney bar. 


Mr. Bratt's appropriation of |18 to 


buy lights for the engine house was in- 
creased to $22, it being found that tne 
lights could be bought cheaper in two 
hundred lots. 


Mr. Bratt stated that he would sub- 


mit bids on the new dynamo at the 
next meeting. 


Mr. Neill, of the fire committee, was 


granted further time on the fire alarm 
system. 


The fire committee was authorized to 


spend {125 for a new horse, or con- 
tract for a new team in such manner as 
was deemed to the best interests of the 
city.

ness. Mr. Eliss went to Cincinnati, 
withdrawing from the firm.

B. Voorheis then became a member of 
the firm, the firm name being Miller, 
Voorheis & Co. They continued in 
business here until about twenty or 
twenty-five years ago, when Mr. Voor- 
heia and Mr. Miller's sons went to Cin- 
cinnati and engaged in the wholesale 
business. They disposed [of the store 
here aud Mr. Miller {retired. He has 
since been living quietly here. 
His 


wife and two sons survive. The sons 
are Louis, of Voorheis, Miller & Co , 
of Cincinnati, and John Miller, of Chi- 
cago. Two daughters are dead. 
One 


was Mrs. A. B. Voorheifl, of Cincin- 
nati, and the other lived with her par- 
ents. 


He was for years one of the leading 


business spirits, s and waa known and 
recognized by his colleagues as a man 
of conservative and accurate judgment, 
and of the most unimpeachable in- 
tegrity. 
He was also prominent 
in 


the religious life of this community, 
having been an elder in the Presbyter- 
ian church for many years. His educa- 
tional advantages in early life were 
very limited, which seemed always to 
inspire him with the desire that others 
should be better served in their youth.

The Committee of Twelve. 


"I am not here to decry the appoint- 


ment of the committee of twelve. 
It 


IB apparent, at least to the machine 
that euch a committee was essential. 
I believe there are men upon that com- 
mittee honest and sincere in the ob- 
ject and purposes for which they as- 
sumed they were appointed. If thi: 
committee of twelve, in whose favor 
the king has abdicated, and now sup- 
posed to have full control of the party 
machine and its complete organization 
will join us in the continuance of in- 
vestigations of official corruption, and 
to expose the methods of the boss; In 
sist in placing honest men in ofiice and 
dishonest men in the penitentiary, :

States senator divert our attention and 
lead us from the object and purpose 
for which we have assembled. 
There 


certainly can be no party questions in- 
volved in seeking to destroy a corrupt 
combination and to elect honest men 
to office. I have never heard that there 
was politics in stealing, and I fail to 
read in the platform of our party or 
in its history that 
corruption is a 


part of its creed. My observation has 
been that this corrupt combination is 
carrying on this warfare against the 
public 'has been strictly non-partisan, 
and it will certainly permit us to say 
there is no politics in this movement. 


"If the election of Senator Hanna is 


essential to the success of my party, 
I am in favor of his election; if his 
election is essential to the success and 
continuation of this corrupt combina- 
tion, then I am opposed to his election. 


"Let us stand today united to fight 


and destroy that public enemy that has 
so long controlled the destiny of our 
good city."

ed a motion for the appointment of a 
committee of five to notify the Demo- 
cratic convention that the independent 
Republicans were in session.

necessarily so. In full it was as fol- 
lows: 


"For years past Cincinnati and Ham- 


ilton county have been under control 
of certain banditti, whose fraternal 
bond and inspiring motive have been 
public plunder. 


"This was long since convincingly 


proved by vulgar display of enormous 
wealth, for which no honest explana- 
tion was possible; by extravagant per- 
sonal expenditures, unwarranted by 
salaries received. 


"Public positions were bellowed for 


hire and salary, not for honesty and 
efficiancy. 
Public employes have been 


made slaves to an oligarchy directed 
by a boss. Blackmail has been levied 
on corporations, 'business, and even 
crime to increase the wealth and sus- 
tain the power of the banditti. 


"This wealth has flaunted in the 


faces of the people from whom it was 
stolen, and this power has been used 
to debauch and degrade the public ser- 
vice, and to drive into exile men who 
refused to become helpers and slaves 
of corruption, or who held their honor 
above a bribe. 


"They have destroyed the value of 


our property and driven business from 
this city by excessive taxation; they 


ave burdened the homes of the work- 
ngmen and the poor with oppressive 
ssessments to enrich granite, asphalt 
nd brick and other companies of 
vhich they are members; they have 
ormed an alliance with vice, with rev- 
enue for one party and protection for 
he other; they have debauched our 
politics and rendered honorable am- 
)ition, patriotism and honesty vain 
and fruitless virtues among our aspir- 
ing young men. By their representa- 
tives in the legislature and through 
:he abomnir.ble abuses of legislation 
enormous jobs have been authorized 
:o aid their work of robbery; the Aus- 
tralian ballot hai been used to prevent 
independent voting! and the popular 
will has been defeated by fraudulent 
extension of the terms of local office: 
and unprecedented grants of valuable 
franchises ro local corporations, in pur- 
suance of lat bargains to be carried 
Into effect through our local boards, 
under their control, have been author- 
ized.

"In presence of such evils around 


our homes and affecting every honest 
member of our population, party poli- 
cy and ends, i-mportant though they 
really may be, dwindles into signifi- 
cance. 
But when this conspiracy 


against the property and welfare of 
our people appeals to our party fealty 
for support it becomes an insult to 
every self-respecting citizen. 


"In this wholesale degradation and 


robbery we make no distinction be- 
tween political parties. There is no 
politics in stealing. 
Public thieves 


readily mingle and trade between par- 
ty lines. They are strictly non-parti- 
san. In their nefarious 
traffic 
they 


sank far below any party considera- 
tions. They are partisans for revenue 
only, and have made our bipartisan 
boards a mere party alliance for plun- 
der. 


"In this condition of city and coun- 


ty affairs there is no alternative to any 
man who seeks the public welfare. But 
one course is open. The discharge of 
a thief from public or private employ- 
ment is imperative. 
Exposure 
and 


punishment for official corruption and 
robbery are the only means to pro- 
tect the people in their general inter- 
est, to give encouragement to public 
and private honesty, and to give a bet- 
ter tone to the public service. Next 
to having honest men in office, the best 
and most promising safeguard is to 
place dishonest officials in the peniten- 
tiary. 


"Therefore we, Independent Repub- 


licans, in convention assembled, de- 
clare: 


"1. That public necessity compels all 


good citizens to discard party distinc- 
tions, and to combine energetically to 
break up the whole combination of 
robbery and corruption now in con- 
trol of our city and county affairs, and 
to pursue this work until the last of 
its members shall have been driven 
out of the country or into prison. 


"2. For the purpose of permanent re- 


form, this work should begin by a 
statute governing the primary elec- 
tions, and methods of making nomina- 
tions that shall put them as completely 
and rigorously under the control of law 
as are our general elections, and to 
take that work from the control of ir- 
responsible committees and interested 
managers and restore it to the steady" 
and disinterested control of the people 
by methods, every detail of which shall 
be prescribed by law.

not be held up and robbed at the pay 
desk, so that appointments shall not 
be sold, so that the public shall have 
the faithful aud disinterested service 
it pays for, and so that its servants 
may be free to render honest service, 
and shall have protection in so doing. 


Tbe Trade of the Twelve. 


"4. That whatever our views may ba 


as to the election of a United States 
senator, we do not think the truce pro- 
posed by the committee of 12 gentle- 
men, 
with respect to the local condi- 


tions above described, is advisable. It 
involves the suspension of all effort at 
local reform, a silence and inaction as 
to what has already been discovered, 
a further lease upon the taxation and 
property o£ Cincinnati by the corrupt 
combination now holding and plunder- 
ing it, a compact with that combina- 
tion and a partnership which shall rec- 
ogniza it and place at least the selec- 
tion of the ticket to be voted for in 
the convention controlled by it. This 
is a delusion and a-snare that is cal- 
culated to bury in the past the crimes 
those men have already committed, and 
to fortify thsm in the hold which they 
have for the continuance for their 
spolition and debauchery of Cincinnati 
in the future." 


Again and again during the reading 


of the resolutions Colonel McClung 
was interrupted by outbursts of cheer- 
ing and hand-clapping.
